In a hospital In France undergoing treatment for a wound 


received in battle, Sergeant Wilbert M. Still-wagon of Company 
D, 11 Oth Infantry, received a worse wound when the hospital 
was bombed August 1 by German airmen, according to a letter 
received yesterday by his parents, Mr. and Mrs. John C. Still- 
wagon of Edna street. Sergeant Stillwagon was not seriously 
wounded by the second missile which apparently 
struck his 


hand. He was unconscious for a time. 


Although he makes no mention of the raid Private James B. 


Collins of Company D, was in the same hospital, Base Hospital 
No. 3, according to a letter to his sister, Mrs. Margaret Stack of 
Bast Fayette street. 


The letter from Sergeant Stillwagon reads:

Famous Dome of the Rock, In the Holy- 


Land, Hia Long Been Held 


Sacred Place. 


The Mussulman's grief at the fall of 


Jerusalem Is largely centered In the j 
fate of the Dome of .the Hock. For 
centuries devout Mobammedaos have 
journeyed to this spot, which they 
connt second only to the holy places or 
tieccn In religious slgnlncunce. 


Directly under the rounded dome 


topped with the Turkish crescent is the 
sacred rock about which a host ot tra- 
dltlona—Jewish, Christian and Mo- 
hammethin—have been collected. From 
this rock Mohammed ascended intr 
heaven on his steed El Borak, the light, 
nlng. Here also, if tradition Is worth 
anyaring, rested Noah's ark, and Jacob 
saw the angelic vision. This spot Is 
18 miles nearer heaven than any oth- 
er on the earth, and the Turks accept 
tne old Jewish theory that this is the 
center of the eartn. Here on the judg- 
ment duy will the angel Gabriel stand 
when ho sounds his trumpet. 


Tbere Is little room for arfrnment 


over these statements. You accept or 
reject them as you will. Bnt long and 
heated have been the learned disser- 
tations to decide whether this Identical 
Bpot, already overcrowded with asso- 
ciations, is the site of Solomon's tem- 
ple or o£ the tomb of Christ Science 
now leans toward tie former conclu- 
sion and grants that very likely the 
lock marks the place where stood the 
altar of the famous Jewish temple.

Tt -was In the fall of 1016. 
The kai- 


ser had come to me for professional 
attention, and after my work wcs com- 
pleted he remained to discuss some 
of the aspects of the war. Perhtips the 
fact that I had just returned from a 
visit to America made htm mora than 
usually eager for a chat with me. 


We had discussed various ph:ises of 


the war, when the kaiser changed the 
subject abruptly with the question: 


"Davis, what's the matter with your 


country?" 


"In what respect, your majes.tyT" I 
asked. 


"Why Is it that your country is so 


unfair to Germany! Why do you par- 
slst In supplying munitions and manes 
to the allies? Why doesn't your pres- 
ident treat tfce European wnrring DU- 
tlons the same as he treated Mexico 
by putting an embargo on munitions! 
and letting us fight this thing out our- 
selves? You do not ship munitions to 
us, why do you ship them to the other 
side?" 


I was on such terms with the Salser 


that I did not hesitate to answer his 
question with another. 


"I have always understood, your 


majesty, that during the Hussion-Jap- 
anese war, Germany continually sup- 
plied munitions to Russia. Wl.y was 
that any more justifiable than America 
supplying munitions to the allies? 
Then again, In the Spanish-American

"Davis, you surprise me!" tlie tal-

CHAPTER II. 


The Kaiser at Potsdam. 


Getting out of Germany proved \a ba 


a far more difficult proposition than I 
had Imagined. 


Realizing that It would probably be 


several months before I could finally 
settle up my affairs, and that my clilld, 
who was anemic, ought tQ be taken 
out of Germany with as little delay as 
possible because food conditions wera 
last going from bad to worse, I ap- 
plied to the komraandantur for leave to 
hare my wife and child go to Mon- 
treal, on Lake Geneva, Switzerland, 
where I hoped to join them at the 
earliest possible moment and accom- 
pany them home. I did not relisb tha 
Idea of their going across the ocean 
without me. 


That was in May, 1917. Weeks 


passed while our application was going 
from one official to another, lying, per- 
haps tor days at a time under a pile of 
other applicaiJons of a stroillar char- 
acter or awaiting the investigation of 
our personal histories, and it was not 
until the end of June that we received 
any word regarding It. 
Then we 


learned that It had beea denied. 


This was my first Intimation that we 


might have difficulty In getUng out of 
Germany. 


A day or two later the kaiser called 


on me professionally find I told him of 
our plight hoping that be would inter- 
cede for us. It was the only favor of a 
personal character I had ever asked of 
him. 


"My child Is ailing, your majesty," I 


said, "and I feel that she needs a 
change of climate. I applied to the 
kommandanlur for leave for my wife 
aad child to go to Moutreui, but I have 
just heard that it has been refused!' 


"Davis, I will see what I can do in 


the matter," he replied reassuringly, 
and as he was leaving my office he 
turned to me and said in the presence 
of. his two adjutants: "Regarding that 
matter you spoke of, leave It to me 
and I will see what I can do!" 


The kaiser's Influence would readily 


solve onr problem, I thought, and I 
was very much relieved. 
Two.days 


later, however, I received a letter 
from Count von Moltke, one of the kai- 
ser's adjutants, stating that the kai- 
ser had spoken to him regarding the 
Switzerland project, but, under the 
circumstances. It was out of the ques- 
tion. If, however, my child's condition 
were such as to make & change of dl- 
mate really necessary, he added, the 
kaiser suggested that a trip to the 
Austrian Tyrol might perhaps be ar- 
ranged, as the climate there was just 
us good as that of Switzerland, but be- 
fore permission would be granted for 


that trip It would be necessary to ob- 
tain a certificate from Die district doc- 
tor stBttcg that It was necessary. 


As the food situation in Austria was 


just as bad as it was in Germany, If 
not worse, that idea didn't appeal to 
me at all, and I went Immediately to 
the kommandanror and explained the 
situation to them. 


When they saw Count von Moltke'a 


letter the officer In charge threw up 
his hands. 


"That's final," he declared. "That 


comes from a higher authority than 
ours. It is useless to p»rsue the mat- 
ter any fuither. We received a com- 
munication from his majesty regard- 
ing your case, but the matter was left 
entirely to onr discretion. It was not 
a command, only a request from his 
majesty. A command, of course, would 
have been different." 


Then'I applied for a pass for my 


wife, child and myself to go to Amer- 
ica. Tliey pointed out at the k-omman- 
daotnr that as my wife's application 
to leave Berlin preceded mine. It was 
possible she -would be allowea to leave 
before me. I told the officer that that 
would suit me admirably, as I wasUii 
the pass for Mrs. Davis and the child 
granted at the earliest possible mo- 
ment regardless of what action mlgbt 
be taken on my own application. 


Again there followed a long period 


of anilous waiting while the German 
red tape slowly unwound, but eventu- 
ally, In September, we received word 
that Mrs. Davis and the child might 
leave Berlin for Copenhagen between 
October 10 and 12. They left on the 
tenth. 


A day or two later commenced the 


Gensan offensive against Riga, on the 
Baltic. Within three or four days the 
Germans captured successively the 
Oescl, Runo, Obro and Moon islands 
In the Gulf of Riga and then carried 
their Invasion to the mainland. Their 
apparent objective was Petrograd and 
on October 19 the Russians announced 
that the aeat of the government would 
be removed from Petrograd to Mos- 
cow. 


These successes on the Baltic failed 


to overcome the depression in Germany 
caused by the serious Internal situa- 
tion In Austria at this period. Muni- 
tion factories were being wrecked by 
hunger-erased and war-wenry strikers 
and the populace was being shot down 
la great numbers In the food rlote 
which developed -In various parts of 
Austria. Not Rluce the -war began had 
the outlook been BO discouraging for 
the Germans, 


Then, on October 24, Just as things 


were looking their blackest, the great 
Qermau-Austro offensive against the 
Italians was started. In three days the 
Italians were swept oat of Austria and 
the Tentcna pressed forward to the 
passes west of the Isonco river leading 
y> the Venetian plains. By the end of 
October the Italian arnles were In full 
retreat. Before this offensive waa over 
the Germane captured, they claimed, 
no less than 300,000 prisoners and sev- 
eral thousand big guns, besides vast 
stares of munitions and supplies. 


The exultation of the Germans over 


tbe triumph of their armica In Italy 
knew no bounds. While tt was at its 
height I had an Interview with the kal- 
aer which wffl ever remain one of the

It was about three-thirty one Sunday 


1 morning when I was aroused by a maid 
! who, in an awe-stricken tone of voice, 


announced that the Neua Palais, the 
| kaiser's palace at Potsdam, was on the 
phone. I went to the telephone and 
was informed that the kaiser v, as suf- 
fering from a bad toothache and would 
send hia auto for me within un hour or 
BO. 


I got up at once and packed my in- 


struments, and at six-thirty tlie car, a. 
big gray Mercedes limousine, arrived. 
Besides the chauffeur there was an 
outrider carrying the bugle whose dis- 
tinctive notes only the kalfler may use. 


While the Shell room and other state 


rooms were accessible to visitors be- 
fore the war, no one was ever permit- 
ted to visit the private apartments of 
the kaiser upstairs. 


Oa this occasion, however, I was 


guided right through the Shell roora, 
through a door opening on. the left and 
up a wide staircase to tha Ualser'B 
gurderobe, or dressing room. 


Thero I found breakfast ready for 


me. It consisted of real coffee, real 
white bread, butter, marmalade, sugnr, 
cream and cold meats. It was the first 


food of the kind I bad eaten In some 
time and practically no one In Ger- 
many outside the royal family and the 
junkers was auy better off than I In 
that respect. 


While I was breakfasting, the kaiser 


was dressing. 
His valet entered sev- 


eral times, I noticed, to Uke out arti- 
cles of clothing from the masfllva 
wardrobes which lined the room. I had 
Just completed my meal when I re- 
ceived word that lay patient waa ready 
fo receive roe.
